These letters are almost all 
distinguished by three character­ 
istics— first, they are ail w ritten 
in a lather of hurry and the w riter 
wants something done about hi* 
high blood pressure right away: 
Second, each one seems to think 
be is a rare, or a t least unusual, 
case, that he is abused, a victim of 
bad luck. And third, they always 
speak about "curing" the high 
blood pressure. 
All of these are based on what 
I believe to be false assumptions. 
To take the last one first—there 
is no such thing as a cure for high 
blood pressure. There are plenty 
of measure by which your doctor 
can reduce your high blood pres­ 
sure tem porarily. But generally 
you feel worse when it is down and 
it comes right back up again, arid 
anyway reducing the blood pres­ 
sure is not “curing” the under­ 
lying cause, I do not even like to 
speak of the treatm ent of high 
blood pressure. It isn’t the blood 
pressure that is to be treated it if 
the person who has it. So I speak 
of the managem ent of the patient 
with high blood pressure. 
W ith th:- idea in mind the other 
assum ption largely takes care of 
itself. I he management of a per­ 
son is not going to be the work of 
a moment—it isn’t like giving a 
hypodermic and then all is well. 
F ar from being rare, high blood 
pressure is found in more people 
afte r the age of Rh than low or 
norm al blood pressure is found in 
them. Af * w years ago I asked a 
number of my doctor friends bo 


take the blood pressure of the first 
bund.cd patients over fifty years 
old who came in their duces. I got 
about 1,500 replies and to my 
astonishment about 69rv of these 
people had pressure over 150, 
High blood pressure, in my opin­ 
ion, is a uatuial a lju - intent to the 
hardening of the arteries. For 
rn u people it carne* no more 
b a z a r! than is involved in gett ;g 
to be 50 years old. A very few 
ca 
$ (about half of one per cent) 
are caused by a kidney condition 
(Coldblatt kidney) and can bo 
remedied, but these arc in the 
minority. 
In order to show my readers that 
tis* conservative attitude of mtne 
i- not confined to myself I abstract 
below the means of treatm ent ad­ 
vocated by one of the m ist modi rn 
doctors, a specialist in the subject, 
who has many of such patients in 
a special hospital for chronic pa­ 
tient* in a large eastern city. Here 
is what he advocates: 
1. Rett. Mental and physical 
Slowing up of the arduous activi­ 
ties of younger days. Eight good 
hours of sleep at night, by seda­ 
tion, if nec» - ary. Hard exercise 
and hard work to be avoided. 
2. Pay chat hem py. I >r those pa­ 
tients w ho have abnormal fear of 
the condition, reassurance. Do not 
take the blood pressure oftener 
than once a year. 
8. Dirt. The older id<*as of a 
strict diet, especially cutting down 
on proteins, such as meat and eggs, 
are discarded unless severe kidney 
damage can be proved. Keep the 
patient nourished on a good diet 
and few restricts na, 
4. A {robot aud Tabasco. Alcohol 
in moderation is a good sedative 
and is to be encouraged. Tobacco4**1 
is more harm ful, but can be used 
in moderation. 
6. Drupe, to reduce blood pres­ 
sure. To be used only in extreme 
crises and emergencies, not as a 
regular thing. 
6. Montage and hydrotherapy. 
Good if the effects are good.

Some unkind things have been said during this campaign 
about Dr. Walter E. Brehm, Logan, who represents the Eleventh 
Congressional District at Washington, but the Daily News has 
seen no convincing evidence why Dr. Brehm should not receive 
the vote of every loyal Hocking Countian in his bid for re-election. 


Dr. Brehm s opponent, Mell Underwood, Jr., a 27-yaar-old New 
Lexington attorney, has waged an aggressive campaign against 
the Logan man, but in his use of political stratagem he has 
failed, we believe, to shake the confidence of thinking voters in 
their present representative. 


Charges of “graft’’ against a man of Dr Brehm’s calibre, no 
m atter how plausibly they may be presented, carry no weight 
with us. We have the utmost regard for Dr Brehm’s personal in­ 
tegrity, and we refuse to believe that he has done more than 
observe a custom of congressional officeholders in his use of the 
mails to “boost his own stock." After all, Dr. Brehm has used no 
money to which he was not entitled. 


Dr. Brehm has been caricatured in certain amateurish politi­ 
cal brochures as a “do nothing Congressman." Nothing could be 
farther from the truth in our estimation. 


The present Congressman has done more for the people of 
his district in securing national recognition of Southeastern Ohio's 
problems than any Eleventh District representative in our mem­ 
ory. True, he has not always done the politically expedient thing 
In his efforts to serve the people of the district. That is one thing 
about him that deserves special commendation. He has not been 
subservient to politicians on either side of the fence. 


His courage to stand up in the face of opposition was demon­ 
strated when he refused to go along with an early version of the 
Lend-Lease bill which would have turned over the resources of this 
nation, lock, stock and barrel, to one of President Roosevelt s 
starry-eyed brigadiers, Harry Hopkins. Dr. Brehm voted in the 
negative along with a tiny minority who had the courage of their 
convictions. 


That negative vote, as Dr. Brehm pointed out at the time, 
did not mean that he was opposed to the principle of Lease-Lend 
as later events were to prove. "The evil being done in the name 
of Lease-Lend both to American taxpayers, to our ally China and 
to our own American boys far overshadowed its benefits to the 
war effort until It was amended and the administration was 
changed,’’ Dr. Brehm observed as he backed the measure after 
control of final commitments was restored to Congress and Ed­ 
ward R. Stettinius, a businessman rather than a theorist, was 
given the policy-making authority for the Lease-Lend program. 


It took courage to make a stand like that In the face of 
an antagonistic if ill-informed public opinion. But Dr. Brehm had 
that courage. 


It took courage and confidence to present the Southeastern 
Ohio problem directly to President Roosevelt, but Dr. Brehm did 
it. An experimental coal-cracking plant in the Hocking Valley 
probably will be the outcome of that conference with the Chief 
Executive. 


It is true that Congressman Brehm has not rubber-stamped 
every piece of legislation which the President has favored. He 
has made up his own mind and stood by his decisions. We like 
that.
